Midatovic, a short, 
slight, dark man, was as- 
sisted by a Yugoslav in- 
terpreter. 

Constable Geoff 
Burnnard told the court 
that Mrs. Midatovic came 
to the Williamstown po- 
lice station, on Sunday, 
July 21, She was crying 
and in great distress. She 
said her husband was 
threatening her. 

Burnnard and Senior 
Constable Laurie Walsh 
went to the” Midatovic 
flat with the wife. 

Constable Burnnard 
said he went into a bed- 
room and saw Midatovic 
lying on the top of the 
bed. 

Midatovic leapt out 
of bed and slashed at 
him with a screwdriver 
he had in his hand. The 
screwdriver scratched 
his neck. 

He and Walsh 
struggted with Midatovic 
and calmed him. (Later 
Brunnard said he and 
Walsh had to bear in 
mind that Midatovic two 
nights previously had 
showed him the scar of 
an abdominal operation 
he had had). 


‘GRABBED 
BOTTLE’ 


The two police es- 
corted Midatovic out of 
the flat. On the landing, 
he grabbed a bottle and 
went to hit Walsh with it. 

Const. Burnnard said 
Walsh evaded the bottle. 
Midatovic kneed him in 
the groin, grabbed Walsh 
by the hair and struck 
him over the eye. . 

At the police station 
later, Midatovic said to 
Walsh: “I'm © sorry, 
George. I have trouble 
with my wife. I had 
drink, My wife play up. J 
get mad.” 

Evidence _was_ given 
that both the policemen 
were treated at the Wil- 
liamstown Hospital. 
Walsh had two stitches 
over his eye. 

To Mr. M. Rudd (for 
the defence), Burnnard, 
denied suggestions that 
police attacked Midatovic 
or that his wife had given 
them the screwdriver. 

He agreed that he drew 
his baton in the struggle 
outside the flat. He 
struck Midatovic across 
the buttocks, 

Midatovic, who plead- 
ed not guilty to all 
charges against him, said 
in evidence he retaliated 
only after police attack- 
ed him.
